Catholic DP’s to this country who, last year, num- 
bered 45,000. The government takes care of the 
ocean transportation, but the expenses of all the 
preliminary work and arrangements in Europe as 
well. as the care of the DP’s for a couple of weeks 
after they arrive in the United States must be borne 
by the Catholic Church.

Then there are hundreds of thousands of refugees 


detained nearly everywhere in the world who could 
not go back to the homeland without being arrested 
or put to death. In West Germany, there are some 
14,000,000 expellees, who were dispossessed of all 
their belongings in East Germany when that part of 
the country was delivered to Poland at the time 
Russia confiscated the eastern portion of Poland. 


These millions came into West Germany with 
nothing except what they had on their backs and 
what they could carry in bags. They could find no 
employment because most of the cities of Germany 
had been half destroyed during the war, and we

were dismantling the only factories which could em- 
ploy them, They became objects of pure charity. 

Towards this collection we should like to have 
$1.50 from every family, or $1.00 from every wage 
earner—which certainly is a small amount to take 
care of such a big thing. You have a special envelope 
for this. 

Last Sunday the Protestant churches throughout 
the United States took up a collection for the same 
causes. 

You would be interested in knowing that the 
Thanksgiving Food and Clothing collection amounted 
to more than 8,000,000.00 pounds.
